OF 

Board  of  Commissioners. 


Ron.  Heber  M.  Wells,  Governor: 

In  compliance  with  Section  2,071,  Revised  Statutes 
of  Utah,  1898,  the  Board  of  Insane  Asylum  Commission- 
ers submits  the  following  report  of  the  management  of 
the  affairs  of  the  asvlum  for  the  two  years  ending  Novem- 
ber 30,  1902: 

The  actual  expenses  for  the  biennnial  period  just  end- 
ed were  $105,804.18,  of  which  $80,642.44  was  expended  for 
the  payment  of  salaries  of  employes  and  for  the  purchase 
of  provisions,  clothing,  medicines,  fuel  and  all  other  arti- 
cles necessary  for  the  proper  care  and  treatment  of  the 
patients  committed  to  the  asylum;  $18,000.00  for  the  erec- 
tion of  two  detached  wards  or  cottages  authorized  by  the 
last  State  Legislature;  $3,589.70  for  necessary  improve- 
ments and  repairs;  $2,338.50  for  premium  on  the  insur- 
ance of  the  various  buildings;  $1,200.00  for  the  erection 
of  the  iron  and  stone  steps  at  the  north  and  south  ends 
of  the  main  building;  $115.63  for  improvements  and  addi- 
tions to  the  airing  courts;  and  $7.91  expended  from  the 
Rot  Water  Boiler  Fund. 

The  state  legislature,  at  its  last  session,  appropriated 
for  the  expenses  of  general  maintenance  of  the  asylum 
the  sum  of  $96,360.00,  of  which  $71,139.45  has  been  drawn 
from  the  state  treasury,  leaving  an  undrawn  and  unused 
balance  of  the  appropriation  amounting  to  $25,220.55; 
of  the  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  for  improvements  and 
repairs  $3,589,70  has  been  drawn,  leaving  an  undrawn 
balance  of  said  appropriation  amounting  to  $1,410.30. 
The  appropriations  made  for  the  building  of  two  detached 
wards  or  cottages  and  for  the  erection  of  the  iron  steps 
at  the  ends  of  the  main  building  have  been  drawn  and 
used  in  full.    After  paying  the  expenses  of  the  asylum 
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for  the  month  nf  December,  1902,  which  have  not  yet  been 
paid,  there  will  be  an  unused  and  undrawn  balance  of  all 
the  appropriations  made  two  years  ago,  amounting  to 
about  $23,000.00. 

The  average  daily  cost  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  each  patient  for  the  biennial  period  has  been  thirty- 
two  and  seven-tenths  (32.7)  cents,  a  small  increase  over 
the  cost  for  the  preceding  two  years,  due  to  the  advanced 
price  of  all  articles  purchased.  Taking  into  considera- 
tion the  increased  number  of  patients  and  the  advanced 
price  of  the  markets  there  is  no  appreciable  difference  in 
the  total  expenses  for  this  biennial  period  and  the  one 
that  preceded  it. 

The  appropriation  of  $18,000.00  for  the  erection  of 
two  detached  wards  or  cottages  was  not  sufficient  to  com- 
plete them  according  to  the  plans  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  to  furnish  them  ready  for  use.  They  were  partially 
built,  furnished  and  have  been  occupied  since  last  winter. 
It  will  require  $-1,000.00  ($2,000.00  for  each  building)  to 
finish  the  wards  as  contemplated. 

At  the  end  of  the  last  biennial  period  there  were 
314  patients  in  the  asylum ;  at  the  end  of  this  period  there 
were  350,  an  increase  of  36  patients  in  two  years.  At  the 
close  of  1904  there  will  be  a  probable  population  of  390. 
The  buildings,  as  they  now  are,  will  properly  accommo- 
date not  to  exceed  325  or  330  patients.  The  asylum  is 
now  more  than  full,  that  is,  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
patients,  and  the  condition  calls  for  speedy  relief. 

In  our  last  report  attention  was  called  to  the  number 
of  imbeciles,  idiots  and  feeble-minded  persons,  both  harm- 
less and  incurable,  that  have  been  committed,  and  are 
still  being  committed  to  the  asylum.  They  cannot  be  dis- 
charged and  can  only  remain  as  permanent  inmates  until 
released  by  death.  We  again  ask  for  some  kind  of  relief 
in  this  matter. 

With  the  increased  population  there  is  a  growing 
demand  on  the  engineering  department.  There  is  im- 
mediate need  of  more  boiler  surface;  more  machinery  and 
facilities  for  the  required  lighting  and  additional  room 
for  this  department.  It  is  so  situated,  being  practically 
surrounded  by  other  buildings,  that  it  cannot  be  enlarged 
in  its  present  position.  It  should  be  removed  from  the 
buildings  and  placed  on  lower  ground,  thereby  reducing 
the  danger  from  fire  and  permitting  a  more  economical 
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use  of  steam.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  change,  with  two 
additional  boilers,  two  dynamos,  necessary  pipes  and 
ducts,  is  |15,0()0. 

The  baker  is  now  fitted  with  a  "Dutch  oven"  which 
on  account  of  its  age  calls  frequent  repairs,  besides 
being  too  small  to  meet  the  increasing  requirements  of 
the  population  supplied  by  it.  A  new  Combination  Draw 
Plate  oven  is  needed,  estimated  to  cost  |2,000.00. 

In  our  opinion  the  present  law  governing  the  asylum 
has  become  antiquated  and  not  applicable  to  present 
conditions,  and  should  be  supplanted  by  one  adapted  to 
modern  requirements.  The  name  "Insane  Asylum"  should 
be  changed  to  "Mental  Hospital;"  the  commitment  form 
should  be  revised  and  the  examining  physicians  be  re- 
quired to  follow  a  regular  order  of  classification  and  to 
properly  fill  the  blank;  the  term  "insane"  should  not  in- 
include  "idiocy,"  "imbecility"  or  simple  ^feebleness  of 
mind;"  patients  should  be  properly  cleansed  and  clothed 
before  being  brought  to  the  hospital;  imbeciles,  idiots, 
simply  feeble  minded,  epileptics  without  mania  should 
not  be  sent,  nor  retained;  the  physically  helpless  and 
moribund  should  not  be  committed;  a  state  board  of 
alienists  should  be  created;  and  a  "detention"  or  "receiv- 
ing" hospital  should  be  established  for  the  reception  of 
emergency  or  doubtful  cases,  pending  examination,  in- 
vestigation and  testing.  The  estimated  cost  of  such  a 
"detention"  hospital  is~J10,000.00. 

We  submit  estimates  of  appropriations  needed  for 
the  asylum  for  the  ensuing  two  years,  as  follows: 

General  maintenance,  including  care  and 
treatment  of  patients,  clothing,  provisions, 
fuel,  salaries  of  employes,  contingent  ex-

Completion  of  the  two  detached  wards  or  cot- 
tages in  use   ,  4,000.00 

Completion  of  ventilation  of  main  building.  .  3,000.00 

Combination  Draw  Plate  Oven  for  bakery. .  .  2,000.00 

Detention  hospital    10,000.00 


$202,000.00 
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The  estimate  for  general  maintenance  is  based  upon 
an  average  permanent  population  for  the  two  years  of 
three  hundred  and  ninety  (390)  patients,  at  thirty-five 
(35)  cents  per  capita  per  day,  amounting  to  $99,645.00, 
and  allowing  an  estimated  sum  of  $6,645.00  to  be  received 
from  the  Asylum  Lands  Fund.  The  estimate  for  improve- 
ments and  repairs  is  based  upon  the  expenses  of  past 
years,  allowing  for  the  prospective  increase  of  patients 
and  more  buildings.  The  estimates  for  new  buildings, 
the  removal  of  the  engineering  plant  and  other  expenses 
connected  therewith,  the  completion  of  the  detached 
wards  or  cottages,  and  the  completion  of  the  ventilation 
were  obtained  from  an  architect  whose  figures  are  sub- 
mitted. 

The  reports  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  which  are  incorporated  in  this  report 
give  specific  and  detailed  information  relating  to  the 
financial  and  domestic  management  of  the  asylum,  and 
also  a  complete  history  of  the  institution  for  the  time 
covered  by  this  report. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners has  continued  its  previous  policy  of  the  strictest 
economy  compatible  with  the  best  interests  of  the  unfor- 
tunates committed  to  its  care.

SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OP  THE 

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  THE 

State  Insane  Asylum,  for  the  Year  Ending 
November  30,  1901. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  State 
Insane  Asylum. 

Gentlemen -Herewith  receive  the  superintendent's 
Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  and  opera- 
tions of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  fiscal  period  beginning 
December  1,  1900,  and  ending  November  30,  1901. 

The  same  general  plan  which  I  adopted  four  years 
ago  in  the  tabular  exhibits  is  adhered  to,  thus  maintain- 
ing the  comparative  status  of  the  institution  as  here- 
tofore. 

The  medical  statistics  beginning  on  page  19  are 
clearly  shown  in  17  tables,  and  the  financial  statistics 
commencing  at  page  40  show  in  a  concise  and  related 
manner  the  receipts  and  disbursements — the  products, 
purchases,  and  dispositions  made  for  the  fiscal  period  be- 
ginning December  1, 1900.  and  ending  November  30, 1901. 

The  following  table  shows  the  movement  of  the  pop- 
ulation for  the  twelve  months  ending  November  30,  19*01:

This  table  shows  that  at  the  close  of  the  seventeenth 
asylum  year,  November  30,  1901,  there  were  in  attend- 
ance one  hundred  and  sixty  men  and  one  hundred  and 
fifty-four  women,  or  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  four- 
teen patients,  distributed  in  the  eight  wards  as  follows:

During  the  year  fifty- three  men  and  forty  women  or 
a  total  of  ninety-three  patients  have  been  received,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  two  hundred  and  thirteen  men,  and  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety-four  women  or  a  grand  total  of  four  hun- 
dred and  seven  patients  under  care  and  treatment  for  the 
year  ending  November  30,  1901. 

The  three  counties  sending  the  highest  numbers  are 
(1)  Salt  Lake,  45;  (2)  Weber,  10;  (3)  Utah,  7.  Last  year 
the  counties  stood,  Salt  Lake,  35;  Utah,  15;  Weber,  13. 
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The  counties  sending  none  are  Emery,  Garfield, 
Grand,  Iron,  Kane,  Millard,  Piute,  Rich,  San  Juan,  Uin- 
tah, Washington  and  Wayne;  total  12. 

Last  year  the  counties  sending  none  were,  Carbon, 
Garfield,  Iron,  Millard,  Morgan,  San  Juan  and  W^ayne; 
total  7. 

The  six  counties  sending  the.  lowest  numbers  are, 
Beaver,  Box  Elder,  Juab,  Morgan,  Sevier  and  Tooele,  one 
patient  each. 

The  nativity  of  patients  shows  fifty-seven  of  the  total 
number  admitted,  born  in  the  United  States,  and  thirty- 
six  of  foreign  birth. 

Nationally  the  leading  representation  continues  to 
be,  (1)  American;  (2)  English;  (3)  Scandinavian  as  hereto- 
fore 

The  disparity  between  the  sexes  of  those  admitted 
is  not  so  great  as  last  year,  but  more  in  harmony  with 
previous  years. 

The  age  at  which  the  greatest  number  of  patients 
has  been  committed  is  between  35  and  40  years-  The 
ages  between  25  and  30,  and  50  and  55  stand  next. 

In  the  admissions,  the  four  great  classes  of  mental 
alienation  are  represented  as  follows: 

Class  1,  manias  49 

Class  2,  melancholias  20 

Class  3,  dementias   .18 

Class  4,  delusional   6 

In  the  causation  of  the  various  forms  of  mental  ill- 
ness so  far  as  indicated  in  the  examinations,  heredity 
ranks  first;  intemperance  second;  and  epilepsy  third. 

More  have  been  received  during  the  winter  or  cold 
months  than  during  the  summer  or  warmer  months. 

More  patients  have  been  discharged  during  the  warm 
months  than  during  the  colder  weather.  The  discharge 
rate  is  a  fraction  higher  than  last  year. 

The  death  rate  is  higher  than  last  year — the  logical 
sequence  of  the  condition  reported  upon  and  specially 
emphasized  in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  namely,  the 
large  number  of  the  aged,  infirm,  and  those  representing 
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general  debility  ripening  for  the  scythe  of  time  about 
the  same  time.  Many  of  these  represent  the  original  per- 
manent population  of  the  hospital.  Besides  this  a  greater 
number  of  paretics  has  been  received  during  the  last  two 
years  than  in  previous  years. 

Of  the  decedents  for  the  year  general  paresis,  and 
senility  and  general  debility  claim  the  highest  number — 
six  each;  and  status  epilepticus  comes  next,  claiming 
five.  The  notable  point  of  interest  is  the  same  as  men- 
tioned last  year,  namely,  that  these  diseases  are  pro- 
gressive and  therefore  cases  coming  under  these  heads 
are  practically  hopeless. 

The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  has  been 
three  hundred  and  nineteen.  (See  comparative  exhibit 
number  2.) 

The  average  cash  cost  per  capita  daily  has  been 
thirty-two  cents  and  a  fraction,  practically  the  same  as 
last  year. 

The  following  table  shows  (1)  the  asylum  year;  (2)  the 
closing  date  of  each;  (3)  the  number  of  patients  on  record 
at  the  close  of  each  successive  year  from  the  opening  of 
the  institution  to  the  present  time;  (4)  the  whole  number 
under  care  and  treatment  for  each  year;  (5)  the  per  cent 
of  discharges  based  upon  the  annual  admissions;  (6)  the 
per  cent  of  deaths  based  upon  the  whole  number  under 
care  and  treatment  for  the  year;  (7)  the  annual  increase 
in  permanent  population;  and  (8)  the  average  daily  cash 
post  per  capita:

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GENERAL  HEALTH. 

The  general  physical  health  of  the  patients  still  con- 
tinues excellent-  (See  pages  20,  57,  17  and  57  reports  for 
1897,  1898,  1899  and  1900.) 

The  only  contagion  to  be  reported  are  eleven  cases 
of  variola,  seven  of  these  being  mild  types,  while  four 
were  more  severe.  There  were  no  deaths.  Five  of  these 
were  employes  and  six  were  patients.  Eight  of  these  had 
not  been  vaccinated  at  all  so  far  as  known.  One  supposed 
to  have  been  vaccinated  when  a  child  and  two  very  mild 
cases  had  been  unsuccessfully  vaccinated  last  year.  So 
that  practically  speaking,  all  those  who  took  the  disease 
at  all  had  not  been  vaccinated. 

EMPLOYMENT. 

Our  rate  of  employment  is  still  higher  than  preceding 
years,  (see  page  57,  report  of  last  year,  and  tables  16  and 
17  of  this  report),  showing  ninety -one  per  cent  for  the 
men  and  eighty-eight  per  cent  for  the  women,  or  an  aver- 
age of  eighty-nine  per  cent  of  the  entire  population  em- 
ployed or  entertained  in  some  simple,  practical  way  a 
portion  of  each  day. 

Departments* 

ENGINEEEING. 

By  the  systematic  arrangement  of  screen  doors  (see 
pages  58  and  59,  report  of  1900),  there  seems  little  else  to 
add  to  our  general  ventilation  till  the  flues  in  the  attics 
are  converged  and  the  series  of  globe  roof  ventilators 
completed  as  asked  for  last  year.  This  department  has 
done  the  plumbing,  lighting,  etc.,  for  the  two  new  build- 
ings mentioned  under  the  head  of  construction  and  placed 
in  position  the  new  appointments  named  in  the  several 
departments. 

The  large  east  boiler  has  been  reset.  The  large  brick 
smoke  stack  that  supplied  the  draft  for  the  boiler,  had 
been  removed,  and  an  iron  stack  placed  in  its  stead,  di- 
rectly on  the  breeching  of  the  boiler,  thereby  increasing 
the  efficiency  of  the  boiler's  work-power. 

Immediately  in  front  of  the  large  fans  supplying  the 
plenum,  there  lias  been  placed  what  is  known  as  a  tern- 
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pering  coil  which  is  heated  by  the  exhaust  steam  from 
the  fan-engines,  thereby  creating  a  slight  saving  by  utiliz- 
ing the  exhaust  steam  for  heating. 

The  boiler,  stack  and  pump  in  the  pasture  have  been 
painted  and  are  well  preserved. 

The  sewer  system  continues  to  give  good  service,  de- 
livering directly  into  the  Provo  City  system.

CULINARY. 

The  efficiency  of  this  department  has  been  greatly 
enhanced  by  placing  two  modern  steam  vegetable  cook- 
ers of  four  bushels  capacity  each,  in  the  place  of  the  old 
steamers,  worn  from  use  and  entirely  out  of  time  and 
size  for  the  growing  institution. 

BAKERY. 

What  was  said  on  page  sixty  of  the  report  for  1900, 
applies  with  still  greater  emphasis  this  year,  as  we  could 
not  hope  for  the  oven — manifestly  a  necessity — asked  for 
till  after  the  next  legislative  session. 


FARM. 


The  prod  ar  ts  listed  in  table  20  give  a  condensed 
showing  of  the  farm's  producing  for  the  year  as  a  general 
whole. 

The  garden  and  orchard  have  yielded  us  well  this 
year.  The  magnificent  profusion  and  ideal  lusciousness 
of  our  strawberries  alone  gladden  the  heart  of  every  pa- 
tient in  the  institution  during  the  season,  in  a  manner 
that  excites  universal  admiration. 

We  might  justly  enumerate  other  products,  but  this 
illustration  will  suffice. 

Several  items  of  extra  work  besides  the  farm-work 
proper  may  be  mentioned  as  having  been  done  during 
the  year,  as:

There  should  be  a  stately  brick  structure  of  appro- 
priate cost,  erected  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  un- 
sightly lumber  building  so  long  in  use. 

The  grounds  have  been  still  further  improved.  The 
south  grove  and  the  hammock  grove  have  been  greatly 
developed.  The  long  walk  following  the  upper  canal 
south  and  returning  cerntrally  between  lines  of  shade 
trees  along  the  west  border  of  the  gently  sloping  alfalfa, 
have  been  a  source  of  infinite  pleasure  and  profit. 

DAIRY  AND  HENNERY. 

The  products  from  this  department  are  concisely 
shown  in  table  No.  21.  Efforts  have  been  directed  along 
the  lines  indicated  at  page  62,  report  for  1900.  I  believe 
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the  closing  statement  of  that  paragraph  can  be  repeated 
with  profit  here:  "The  triune  principle  of  (1)  the  effective 
routine  work  belonging  to  a  position  or  department;  (2) 
the  caring  for,  repairing  and  "  keeping"  up  of  all  that  be- 
longs to  such  department;  (3)  the  making  of  judicious  and 
substantial  improvements,  has  been  practically  applied 
by  our  present  dairyman  since  he  has  been  in  charge- 
There  should  be  a  suitable  brick  structure  for  our 
"typical  jersey  herd" — a  structure  to  correspond  in  every 
way  with  this  State  prize. 

CARPENTRY. 

This  department  has  been  steadily  increasing  in  the 
amount  and  kind  of  work  required.  Besides  the  daily 
repairs  looked  after,  the  following  additional  articles 
have  been  made:  Ten  small  tables,  five  twelve-foot  tables, 
two  dish  cupboards,  two  large  glass  doors,  zinc  lined  cup- 
boards for  bakery,  shelving  and  drawers  for  new  store, 
two  six-foot  tables  for  same,  two  screen  windows,  twen- 
ty-six ventilating  doors  and  windows  for  ward  E  and  P, 
one  twelve-foot  ladder  for  farm,  one  twelve-foot  ladder 
for  engineer,  made  and  hung  seven  double  gates  for  dairy 
department,  five  circular  bins  for  kitchen  store,  laid  3,500 
feet  of  new  flooring,  made  and  painted  forty-five  head 
boards  for  graves. 

LAUNDRY. 

This  department  has  been  enlarged  by  adding  a  soap 
room  occupying  the  space  of  the  old  brick  stack  that  has 
been  taken  down,  (see  under  engineering).  A  commodious 
soap  vat  has  been  placed  in  position.  The  belting  here- 
tofore interfering  with  the  passage  way  between  the  wash 
room  and  soap  room  has  been  adjusted.  This  department 
needs  a  laundry  fan.

JANITORIAL. 

What  we  said  a  year  ago  (see  page  63  report  for  1900) 
can  with  propriety  be  repeated  and  emphasized  for  the 
year  just  closed.  Janitorial  work  is  so  difficult  of  proper 
appreciation  that  I  would  emphasize  and  dignify  it  al- 
most as  if  it  were  an  "affair  of  state." 
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LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM- 

This  indispensable  sub-department  continues  to  ful- 
fill the  expectations  of  its  founder.  The  room  serves  so 
many  persons,  employes  as  well  as  patients,  serves  them 
faithfully  and  richly  too,  that  it  is  difficult  even  at  this 
distance  from  its  inception  to  see  how  we  supplied  or 
sacrificed  the  noble  work  it  is  doing. 

SUNDAY  SERVICE. 

Our  Sunday  service  has  again  been  interfered  with 
on  account  of  the  epidemic  of  variola.  (See  under  head 
of  general  health.) 

These  services  are  very  interesting,  and  the  various 
organizations  are  very  kind  to  come  at  our  programing, 
so  promptly  and  cheerfully. 

CASH  RECEIPTS. 

I  have  taken  the  treasurer's  receipts  for  four  hundred 
and  fifty-one  dollars,  for  amounts  from  guardians  of  pay 
patients,  also  for  one  hundred  and  forty-four  dollars  from 
counties  for  the  burial  of  their  indigent  patients,  and  one 
hundred  and  ninety-seven  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents 
from  sundry  sales  authorized  by  the  board;  making  from 
these  three  sources  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  nine- 
ty-two dollars  and  twenty-five  cents.  (See  financial  tables 
numbers  22,  23,  and  24.) 

ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Our  entertainments  like  our  Sunday  service  have  suf- 
fered some  interruption  on  account  of  the  epidemic  of 
variola,  with  which  we  had  to  contend  this  year. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

Two  detached  wards  or  cottages,  one  for  men  and 
one  for  women,  so  long  needed  and  first  suggested  in  1897, 
(see  page  29,  thirteenth  annual  report),  were  erected  dur- 
ing the  year,  but  not  finished  for  occupancy.  The  build- 
ings cost  $9,000  each.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  origin-

al  plan  of  these  necessary  buildings  was  departed  from, 
as  we  still  have  no  place  for  examinations,  operations  etc-

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  State 
Insane  Asylum: 

Gentlemen: — Receive  herewith  the  Superinten- 
dent's eighteenth  annual  report  of  the  operations  and 
condition  of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  for  the 
hseal  vear  beginning  Dec.  1,  1901,  and  ending  Nov.  30, 
1902. 

The  plan  adopted  five  years  ago  in  the  tabular  rep- 
resentation, showing  comparative  status,  is  followed 
herein. 

The  medical  statistics  in  the  17  tables,  and  the 
financial  statistics  in  the  20  tables  will  be  seen  to  pre- 
sent an  orderly  and  semi-historical  exhibit  of  the  pa- 
tients as  a  whole,  as  well  as  a  concise  showing  of  the 
products,  purchases  and  dispositions,  made  for  the  fiscal 
.  rriod  beginning  Dec.  1,  1901  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1902. 

The  following  table  shows  the  movement  of  the  pop- 
nlation  for  the  twelve  months  ending  Nov.  30,  1902.

During  the  year  seventy-two  men  and  forty-six  wo- 
men, or  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  eighteen  patients, 
have  been  received,  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and 
thirty-one  men  and  two  hundred  and  five  women,  or  a 
grand  total  of  four  hundred  and  thirty-six  patients  un- 
der care  and  treatment  for  the  year.  Twenty  more  pa- 
tients were  received  the  year  just  closed  than  the  pre- 
vious year. 
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Of  the  classes  of  insanity  represented  by  the  ad- 
missions for  the  year,  mania  stands  first,  as  usual,  with 
melancholia,  dementia,  and  the  delusional  class  more 
evenly  divided. 

The  counties  sending  the  great  majority  of  patients 
still  continue  to  be  (1  Salt  Lake,  (2)  Weber,  and  (3)  Utah. 
These  counties  sent  fifty-seven,  sixteen,  and  fifteen  re- 
spectively. There  is  a  wider  distribution  over  the  State 
by  six  counties  more  sending  than  last  year. 

The  commitments  show  that  sixty-three  of  the  one 
hundred  and  eighteen  admitted  were  born  in  the  United 
States,  and  fifty-five  of  foreign  birth. 

The  nationalities  leading  are  (1)  Americans,  62;  (2) 
Swedes,  10;  (3)  English,  9. 

While  the  tables  show  the  same  number  of  men  and 
women  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  the  year,  it  will  be 
remembered  that  more  men  are  received,  more  men  re- 
cover or  improve  and  are  discharged,  and  more  men  die 
in  a  given  year  than  women.  This  rate,  1  believe,  is 
general. 

The  age  at  which  the  greatest  number  of  patients 
has  been  received  is  between  thirty-five  and  forty  years. 
The  ages  between  forty-five  and  fifty  stand  next. 

In  the  causation  of  the  several  forms  of  mental  ill- 
ness, so  far  as  the  committing  examinations  indicate, 
heredity  ranks  first,  epilepsy  second,  and  intemperance 
third. 

The  highest  monthly  admissions  have  been  in  De- 
cember, April  and  May;  and  the  lowest,  January,  Aug- 
ust, and  June. 

Thirty-six  men  and  twenty-one  women,  or  a  total  of 
fifty-seven  patients,  have  been  discharged  during  the 
year. 

The  greatest  number  of  discharges  have  occurred  in 
April,  June  and  November,  and  the  lowest,  May,  Febru- 
ary and  October,  with  none  in  December. 

Twenty  men  and  nine  women  have  died  during  the 
year.  This  brings  the  death  rate  down  to  six  and  two- 
fifths  per  cent.  The  same  note  made  in  the  report  for 
1900  is  equally  applicable  now,  namely,  the  great  ma- 
jority died  of  diseases  known  to  be  progressive,  and, 
therefore,  comparatively  hopeless.  So  this  year  senility 
and  general  debility,  ten;  status  epiiepticus,  ihree,  and 
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general  paresis,  three.  Add  to  this  condition  the  mori- 
bund upon  commitment  and  the  extreme  infirm,  aged 
and  helpless,  and  we  wonder  how  the  death  rate  can  be 
down  to  anything  like  an  average  or  universal  figure. 
And  yet  with  the  increased  admissions  of  these  classes 
of  patients  we  have  a  death  rate  this  year  below  the 
average.  From  what  has  been  noted  wTe  would  look  for 
the  greatest  number  of  deaths  from  some  of  the  types 
in  the  great  class  dementia.  A  reference  to  table  No. 
15,  Medical  Statistics,  shows  this  to  be  the  case. 

The  increase  in  the  permanent  population  is  thirty- 
two,  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  Asylum.  But  the 
low  increase  last  year  makes  the  average  still  nearly 
seventeen  annually  as  before  reported. 

The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  has  been 
three  hundred  and  thirty-four.  The  average  cash  cost 
per  day  for  each  patient  has  been  thirty-three  and  seven- 
tenths  cents. 

The  following  tabular  exhibit,  showing  (1)  the  asy- 
lum year,  (2)  the  closing  date  of  each  year  (3)  the  num- 
ber of  patients  on  record  at  the  close  of  each  year,  (4) 
the  total  number  under  care  and  treatment  for  each 
year,  (5)  the  per  cent,  of  discharges  based  upon  the  an- 
nual admissions,  (6)  the  per  cent,  of  deaths  based  upon 
the  whole  number  under  care  and  treatment,  (7)  the  an- 
nual increase  in  permanent  population,  and  (8)  the  aver- 
age cash  cost  per  capita  for  care  and  treatment  for  sev- 
eral years  from  the  opening  year  of  the  asylum  (1885) 
to  the  present  time,  still  continues  to  be  instructive  and 
interesting:

CASH  RECEIPTS. 

I  have  taken  the  Treasurer's  receipts  for  four  hun- 
dred and  sixty-four  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents  ($464.65) 
for  amounts  received  from  guardians  of  pay  patients. 
I  have  also  taken  his  receipts  for  sixty-two  dollars 
($62.00)  from  sundry  sales  authorized  by  the  Board;  and 
also  for  sixty-four  dollars  ($64.00)  received  from  counties 
and  individuals  for  burial  of  indigent  patients,  making  a 
total  from  these  sources  of  five  hundred  and  ninety  dol- 
lars and  sixty-five  cents  ($590.65).    See  tables  22,  23,  24. 

GENERAL  HEALTH. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  continues  good. 
The  only  case  of  a  contagious  disease  was  one  mild  form 
of  variola  in  a  male  patient  who  had  not  been  vacci- 
nated. 

Contagious  diseases  are  accidents,  barring  accidents 
therefore,  the  whole  theory  of  medical  treatment  of  the 
insane  resolves  itself  into  two  lines  (1)  carefully  exam- 
ining and  following  up  those  who  are  amenable  to  treat- 
ment with  reference  to  restoration  to  normal  or  im- 
proved conditions,  and  (2)  elevating  and  rigidly  main- 
taining the  general  health  status  of  those  who  can  not 
thus  be  restored.  Eliminating  the  medical  technique 
and  these  two  lines  are  parallel. 
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EMPLOYMENT. 

Our  rate  of  employment  or  entertainment  last  year 
was  still  higher  than  previous  years.  This  year  we  still 
show  an  advance.  The  employment  table  shows  ninety- 
three  per  cent  for  the  men  and  ninety-one  per  cent  for 
the  women,  or  an  average  of  ninety-two  per  cent  for  the 
entire  population  of  the  hospital. 

Guided  by  the  five  inspiring  and  almost  magic 
words,  kindness,  order,  cheerfulness,  trustfulness  and 
employment,  our  attendants  have  achieved  an  undis- 
puted success,  and  merit  a  high  enconium..  (See  page  57 
report  for  1900.) 

DEPARTMENTAL. 
ENGINEERING. 

Several  improvements  and  additions  have  been 
made  in  this  department.  Seventy-five  new  lights  have 
been  placed  in  the  new  buildings  (cottages),  and  at  dif- 
ferent points  in  the  main  building.  Lights  have  been 
placed  so  as  to  illuminate  the  area  between  the  cot- 
tages. An  arc  light  has  been  placed  in  front  of  the  ad- 
ministration building.  The  old  grease  separator  has 
been  removed  from  the  dairy,  greatly  improving  its  ap* 
pearance  and  making  it  far  more  convenient  for  dairy 
purposes.  The  exhaust  steam  is  now  carried  to  a  coil 
in  the  plenum  system  thus  adding  to  the  heating  which 
otherwise  was  lost.  New  ornamental  transoms  have 
been  made  and  placed  in  the  new  buildings.  Two  small 
radiators  by  division  have  been  placed  in  the  corridor 
and  office  on  ward  H. 

The  water  supply  is  not  sufficiently  assuring  in  the 
summer  months,  and  without  question,  recourse  will 
necessarily  be  made  to  the  reserve  spring  in  the  pasture. 

Fire  drills  have  been  regularly  held  and  the  appa- 
ratus kept  in  good  condition.

The  excess  for  1902  is  accounted  for  by  difference  in 
temperature  in  December  and  January,  and  by  supply- 
ing the  two  new  buildings  together  with  the  regular  an- 
nual increase  in  population. 

It  is  quite  clear  now  that  the  whole  engineering 
plant  must  of  necessity  be  moved  to  its  natural  and 
therefore  suitable  position,  namely,  to  a  point  below  and 
to  the  northwest  of  the  main  building. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  this  change,  among 
them  the  absolute  necessity  for  more  boiler  service  be- 
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cause  of  additional  building,  which  also  is  an  absolute 
necessity,  and  because  the  present  boiler  house  can  not 
be  added  to.  Besides,  the  room  of  the  present  one  is  es- 
sential for  the  laundry  and  other  appointments  belong- 
ing to  that  point.  And  again  its  removal  would  remove 
a  great  fire  danger,  with  which  we  have  thus  far  been 
confronted.  And  further,  our  water  service  is  a  very 
grave  question.  Three  hours  out  of  the  twenty-four  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  we  are  without  water  so  far  as 
the  city  service  is  concerned,  and  the  general  pressure  is 
manifestly  limited.  By  having  the  plant  as  suggested 
near  this  spring  the  water  service  will  thereby  be  in- 
creased. Having  the  plant  located  as  indicated  would 
provide  for  the  complete  using  of  the  condensation  from 
the  exhaust  steam.  Much  time  and  labor  would  be  saved 
in  handling  coal  as  the  site  chosen  is  well  adapted  to  the 
construction  of  suitable  coal  receptacles  and  lessening 
the  expense  of  transportation. 

The  whole  plant  can  be  moved  for  a  comparatively 
small  sum,  much  of  the  material  re-employed.  The 
great  expense  being  in  the  additional  boilers,  dynamos, 
ducts  and  pipes. 

CULINARY. 

The  culinary  department  is  fairly  well  appointed 
and  the  service  the  last  year  has  been  excellent.  The 
central  section  of  the  cement  floor  has  been  relaid,  add- 
ing greatly  to  appearance  and  convenience.  The  meat 
refrigerator  has  been  remodeled  and  made  quite  satis- 
factory. Circular  bins  and  other  conveniences  have  been 
added  to  the  kitchen  store-room. 

BAKERY. 

A  loaf  of  bread  carries  with  it  a  wonderful,  almost 
magical  meaning.  It  is  the  foundation  of  our  entire 
dietary.  This  loaf  of  bread  weighing  one  and  one-half 
pounds  is  multiplied  into  about  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  thousand  per  year  at  our  present  rate  of  consump- 
tion. But  during  the  next  two  years  and  thereafter  we 
will  have  to  bake  many  more  loaves  than  here  stated,  as 
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our  population  is  rapidly  increasing.  Our  present 
"Dutch  Oven"  is  inadequate,  besides  it  necessarily  un- 
dergoes frequent  repairs. 

To  meet  what  is  essential  in  this  important  depart- 
ment, what  is  known  as  the  "Combination  Draw  Plate 
Oven"  consisting  of  one  Draw  Plate  below,  and  one 
Peel  Oven  built  above,  should  be  installed. 

FARM. 

A  reference  to  the  financial  statistics,  table  20,  will 
show  the  products  of  the  farm,  garden  and  orchard. 
While  the  farm  management  has  been  praiseworthy, 
still  we  need  more  land,  especially  garden  area.  Some 
extra  work  may  properly  be  mentioned:

A  new  hayrake  and  a  new  dumpcart  and  harness 
were  furnished  this  department. 

GROUNDS. 

Our  grounds  have  been  beautified  greatly  by  addi- 
tional trees,  extension  of  the  lawn  northward,  grading 
the  entire  area  between  the  main  building  and  cottages 
and  the  north  area  in  front  of  cottage  No.  1  and  to  the 
north  of  the  men's  division  of  the  main  building;  setting 
a  hedge  bordering  this  area,  and  also  grading  the  walks 
leading  westward  from  the  administration  building. 

DAIRY  AND  HENNERY. 

Table  No.  21,  financial  statistics,  shows  the  prod- 
ucts of  this  department  for  the  year.  Some  minor  im- 
provements have  been  made.  A  new  refrigerator  for 
the  butter  has  been  added. 
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This  department  needs  a  substantial  brick  building 
for  our  Jersey  herd. 

CARPENTRY. 

Besides  the  everyday  work,  repairs,  renewals,  etc., 
this  department  has  turned  out  seven  small  tables  for 
wards,  six  large  tables  for  new  dining  rooms  and  hall, 
five  desks  for  wards,  twenty-three  ventilating  and  light- 
ing doors,  six  large  step-ladders. 

LAUNDRY. 

The  work  of  this  department  for  the  year  has  been 
uneventful.  Very  few  articles  have  been  misplaced,  al- 
though the  regular  wash  consists  of  about  twenty-seven 
hundred  pieces. 

The  appointments  are  fairly  complete.  I  have  al- 
ready suggested  a  laundry  fan  for  the  summer  months. 

JANITORIAL. 

Too  much  importance  cannot  be  bestowed  upon  the 
janitorial  department.  A  work  essential,  but  never  com- 
pleted; a  work  of  practical  detail,  but  never  mechan- 
ically routine;  a  work  of  thought  and  interest  in  the  in- 
dividual or  thing,  but  in  relation  to  the  community  and 
entire  property  of  the  institution;  a  work  of  honesty  and 
constancy  early  and  late. 

LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

Some  magazines  and  periodicals  have  been  added 
to  the  tables.  Two  new  chandeliers  with  two  brilliant 
lights  each  have  been  placed  over  the  reading  tables. 
The  room  more  completely  than  ever  before  fills  the  pur- 
poses of  its  establishment.  A  remark  made  in  a  pre- 
vious report  is  quite  applicable  here:  "To  the  educator 
the  library  is  simply  indispensable,  its  influence  is  far- 
reaching,  its  sustaining  power  as  a  disciplinary  factor  is 
well  nigh  limitless  when  its  relations  are  all  duly  stud- 
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ied.  The  relation  of  management,  library  and  patient 
is  just  as  clear  and  strong  as  the  relation  of  teacher, 
library  and  student." 

SUNDAY  SERVICE. 

By  re-arrangement  of  seats,  rostrum,  decorations, 
flower  stands,  etc.,  etc.,  our  Sunday  service  is  greatly 
conserved.  The  several  church  and  musical  organiza- 
tions willingly  favor  us  with  their  presence  and  service 
gratuitously. 

ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  difficult  to  improve  upon  the 
serial  representation  published  in  a  former  report.  (See 
pages  64  and  65,  report  for  1900.) 

While  "angularity"  in  entertainments  should  not 
be  emphasized,  promiscuity  on  the  other  hand  should  be 
studiously  avoided.  There  is  a  moving  rhythmic  har- 
mony that  expansively  reaches  each  mind  and  each  of 
its  varied  states.  If  this  impression-path  can  be  entered 
and  studiously  followed,  the  rest  will  take  care  of  itself. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

A  general  summary  of  improvements  is  here  pre- 
sented: 

Wards  1  and  2  (cottages),  erected  last  year,  have 
been  furnished  throughout.  Thirty-eight  white  enam- 
eled woven  wire  mattress  institution  bedsteads  have 
been  placed  in  Ward  B,  in  place  of  the  wooden  bedsteads 
heretofore  used  in  that  ward.  One  thousand  feet  of 
standard  rubber-lined  fire-proof  hose  has  been  placed  on 
the  corridors  and  wards. 

The  new  stone  and  iron  steps  at  the  north  and  south 
ends  of  the  building  have  been  completed,  making- these 
entrances  fire-proof. 

Seventeen  Babcock's  Improved  Fire  Extinguishers 
have  been  placed  in  suitable  positions  in  the  buildings, 
taking  the  place  of  the  ones  first  used  but  now  dis- 
carded. 
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A  handsome  and  substantial  cement  walk  lias  been 
laid  between  the  kitchen  annex  and  dairy  leading  out 
toward  the  north  cottage. 

A  new  sewing  machine  has  been  furnished  the  south 
cottage,  and  a  large  amount  of  sewing  done. 

A  new  refrigerator  for  the  butter  has  been  placed 
in  the  dairy  and  the  meat  refrigerator  for  the  kitchen 
has  been  remodeled. 

The  promenade  connecting  the  hospital  grounds 
with  the  head  of  Center  street  has  been  very  much  im- 
proved. 

Twelve  tables,  twenty-three  ventilating  and  light- 
ing doors,  two  desks,  six  step-ladders,  and  five  cupboards 
have  been  made  and  put  in  use. 

A  flower  bed  corresponding  to  the  one  already  on 
the  right  has  been  made,  adding  greatly  to  the  general 
appearance,  besides  giving  unbounded  pleasure  to  the 
patients. 

An  arc  light  has  been  placed  in  front  of  the  admin- 
istration building.  Lights  have  been  placed  so  as  to 
illuminate  the  area  between  the  two  cottages. 

Two  six-armed  chandeliers  have  been  placed  in  the 
center  of  the  music  hall,  where  before  Avere  two  three- 
armed  ones.  The  seating  and  the  interior  appointments 
have  all  been  improved.  A  series  of  steel  engravings 
has  been  secured  and  the  walls  adorned  with  the  same. 

The  exclusive  use  of  the  Diamond  Safety  Match  has 
been  made  mandatory  in  the  building  and  about  the 
premises  since  August,  1901. 

Seventy-five  trees  were  planted  by  patients  under 
the  direction  of  the  attendants  on  Arbor  day. 

Four  three-quarter  white  enameled  woven  wire 
mattress  bedsteads  have  been  furnished  in  rooms  of  em- 
ployes. 

Two  thousand  feet  of  tile  drainage  has  been  laid  in 
the  north  field. 

Most  of  the  wards  have  been  repainted. 

Two  handsome  two-armed  chandeliers  have  been 
placed  over  the  reading  tables  in  the  library. 
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SUGGESTIONS. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  name  "Insane  Asylum*'  be 
discontinued  and  ''Mental  Hospital"  be  used  instead. 

That  a  "Detention  Hospital"  or  "Receiving  Hos- 
pital" be  established  for  the  reception  of  emergency  or 
doubtful  cases,  pending  examination,  investigation  and 
testing. 

That  a  State  board  of  alienists  be  established  for 
the  examination  of  applicants  to  the  Mental  Hospital. 

That  trained  traveling  attendants  be  employed  to 
convey  applicants  to  the  Detention  Hospital. 

That  the  commitment  form  be  revised  and  the  ex- 
amining physicians  required  to  properly  fill  it  and  follow 
the  regular  general  order  of  classification. 

That  the  term  "insane"  shall  not  include  "idiocy," 
"imbecility,"  or  simple  feebleness  of  mind. 

That  patients  be  furnished  with  suitable  clothing 
and  their  person  properly  cared  for.  immediately  before 
being  sent  to  the  Mental  Hospital,  as  the  law  evidently 
intends. 

That  the  criminal  insane  be  not  committed  to  the 
Mental  Hospital  to  mingle  with  the  ordinary  insane. 

That  the  imbeciles,  idiots,  simply  feeble-minded,  epi- 
leptics without  mania,  simply  seniles,  general  paralytics, 
be  not  sent  nor  retained  in  the  Hospital  for  Insane;  and 
that  the  physically  helpless  and  the  moribund  be  not 
committed. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  present  building  including  the  two  cottages 
now  in  use,  when  finished  will  accommodate  on  scientific 
grounds  only  about  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  pa- 
tients. We  closed  this  year  with  three  hundred  and  fifty 
patients,  hence  we  are  at  the  beginning  of  the  biennial 
period  twenty-five  over  full.  In  all  probability  there  will 
be  in  attendance  at  the  close  of  1904,  three  hundred  and 
ninety  patients.  This  says  provision  for  more  room  must 
be  made  at  once.  I  therefore  recommend  (1)  That  the 
cottages  already  in  use  be  completed;  (2)  That  two 
two-story  buildings,  one  for  each  division,  with  a  ward 
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or  floor  capacity  of  about  forty  patients  each  or  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  patients  in  all,  be  erected,  located  at  pro- 
per distance  north  and  south  of  the  road  partly  hidden 
by  the  trees,  and  partly  relieving  the  monotony  of  the 
extremities  of  the  two  great  wings,  these  to  be  the  be- 
ginning of  a  series  of  cottages  to  be  erected  as  time  and 
patients  shall  demand.  This  will  be  in  keeping  with  the 
general  present  trend  in  constructing  buildings  for  the 
mentally  ill.  This  gives  a  society  and  business  classifica- 
tion that  can  not  be  obtained  in  any  other  way.  This 
will  lessen  the  risks  of  fire  and  other  accidents,  save  ex- 
pense and  increase  the  working  element  or  factor,  the 
very  quintessence  of  curative  agents.  If  the  cottage  or 
group  plan  cannot  be  adopted,  then  a  modification  of  the 
interior  structure  of  the  two  wings  that  must  be  erected 
as  recommended  two  years  ago,  is  essential.  The  con- 
struction of  the  wings,  however,  besides  being  undesir- 
able will  add  greatly  to  the  amount  for  building.  (3) 
That  the  engineering  plant  be  moved  as  shown  and  foi* 
reasons  set  forth  under  head  of  Engineering  department, 
page  56  of  this  report.  (4)  That  a  Combination  Draw 
Plate  Oven  be  installed  in  the  Bakery.  See  page  58.  (5) 
That  the  ventilation  of  the  main  building  be  extended  or 
completed. 

APPKOPRIATIONS. 

Estimating  an  attendance  of  three  hundred 
and  ninety  patients  by  the  close  of  1904 
and  placing  the  cost  for  care  and  treat- 
ment at  thirty-five  cents  per  capita  daily, 
the  amount  required  for  maintenance  will
